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1. Roberto Morena, Brazilian Communist leader and CTAL officiel, was in Guaya- 
quil, Eouador, from 28 te 29 November 1949 during which time he conferred with 
top leaders of the Partide Comunista del Eouader (PCL). 


2» One of the principal purposes of HKorenat visit was to study the background of 
the apparent potential disintegration and recent loss of prestire of tha PCE 
whioh resulted from ineffective Party leadership and the Ssad-Arenas schism+ 
following the municipal elections of 6 November. He reprimanded the Ecuadoran 
Commmists and stated that it was absurd that the [CS should be losing gromd 
in a country which favors the Party with constitutional recognition while 
the social, economic, and geographical conditions lend themselves very well 
to the spread of Communism. 


5» Morena is expected to send a complete report on his findings to Mexico where 
it will be assessed and forwarded with recommendations to Moscow. Until 
further instructions are received from international headquarters, Pedro 
Saad, who is actually the number two man according to Party hierarohy, will 
act as nominal head of the Party, according to Morenatrorders. As a temporary 
moasura, Morena ordered that the Alianza Populer, the Commmist political 
machine of Guayaquil, de under the leadership of Alfredo Vera and Carlos 
Poraud Blum. Morena strongly condemned Manuel Arenas Coello, former Presi 
dent of the Alianza, for selling out to the opposition after the maroralty 
eleotions in Guayaquil.
